Concerning Pork Chops. 


Mr. Gladstone writes thus on the sub-

may have kept the practice extensively 
alive, notwithstanding restrictive laws, 
especially among the classes to whom 
thrift was an importantobject. 8. That 
as the pig is useless to man during life, 
it is very difficult to account for its being 
bred and kept, as it evidently was, ex-; 
cept upon the supposition that it was: 
wanted for food. 4. That if the animal! 
as domesticated was brought into Greece 
by Phiwiician ships, its consumption for 
food may have spread there, hi a cooler 
climate and a society free from sumptu- 
ary restraints, and yet in Homer's day 
may not have wholly ceased to be a dis- 
tinct mark of southeastern origin and 
associations.

mousing. It settles quietly, where the train 
stops and establishes a colony there. To this 
labit New Brunswick owes its present wealth 
of sparrows. 


The development of such nn abnormal apt- 


itude for reproduction has had the effect of 
entirely changing the attitude of the public 
toward the sparrow. Whereas, a few years 
ago, it ivas cheaper to import the bird from 
England than to buy it in New York, a re- 
ward is paid for their destruction. For it 
aas been proved beyond question that, far 
!roin being a friend of the farmiir, the spar- 
row is his bitter enemy. Indeed, there is no

Protecting Her Grapes. 


Although Russia does not rank among 


the great" grape growing countries of 
Europe, nevertheless fear has been 
aroused by the ravages of phylloxera in 
other sections, and the government has 
taken the matter in hand. A ukase has 
recently been issued prohibiting the im- 
portation of plants of any kind unless 
accompanied by a certificate that they 
are free from phylloxera. The penalty for 
any violation of the edict is of the usual 
Russian severity, and will .undoubtedly 
act as a deterrent'to the introduction of 
the disease.—San Francisco Chronicle. 


they are in large numbers there is. scarcely 
any limit to the mischief they are capable of 
doing, and men who are not prone to exag- 
gerate declare that on the headlands, which 
are in proximity to such cover as a thick 
hedge, the crop is frequently reduced to the 
extent of 50 per cent. Their breeding season 
is over just before the corn begins to grow 
yellow, and brood joins to brood till the crop 
is numerable by thousands. 


When disturbed in one part they remove 


to another, and although a tremendous slaugh 
ter may b» accomplished by a wide muzzled 
gun charged with sparrow drift, they soon 
get too artful to expose themselves to many 
shots of that kind, the old cock giving the 
alarm as soon as an approach is made. 


In Great Britain the increase seems to be 


due to two causes. Although the sparrow is 
not included in tho schedule of the wild bird 
protection act, it Shares indirectly in the im- 
munity provided by that measure, as coun- 
try people who have never seen the act com- 
monly interpret "wild birds" as meaning al] 
wild birds.' Second^. in. the days/anterior to 
the issue of gun licenses, cottagers i educed 
the number to protect their own little ear- 
dens, and there were plenty of humble sports- 
men ready, for the fun of the thing, to shoot 
them for the farmer. Besides, sparrow shoot- 
ing from traps was the ordinary rural sport 
of holidays. Then, again, facilities for their 
breeding are enlarged by the gradual depopu- 
lation of the remote districts. 


It is not in the fields alone, however, that 


the sparrows are mischievous. The gardener 
has even more reason than the farmer to de- 
sire, if not their extermination, at all events 
a diminution of their number. During early

tricts that we are told, "unless steps are taken 
to wipe out the pest at the earliest possible 
moment, the result probably will entail a loss 
to the state of many thousands if not millions 
of dollars." 


Nor can it be said that the case against the 


sparrow rests on indefinite evidence or care- 
less observation. Some time ago Professor 
Riley examined the crocs of 523 birds sent to 
the American Department of Agriculture, 
and, as a consequence, found nothing what- 
ever to say for them. In only forty-seven did 
he find noxious insects, while useful insects 
were found in TO, and harmless insects in 31; 
but 327 had been dining off oats,71 on m'aise, 57 
on fruit, and 210 had "undetermined vege- 
table matter" in their stomachs. Nor is that 
all 


While the examination was going on, 


America was suffering from a number of 
baleful insect pests, with none of which did 
the sparrow seem to have interfered—no elm 
leaf beetle, no bagworm, no hissoch moth had 
formed part of their food. The case against 
tbe sparrow in America seems to be, there- 
fore, that it exacts a maximum of. wages for 
* minimum of useful work.
